Thank  you  for  your  letter.  God  wonderfully 
blessed  us  in  that  personal  burden  to  which  I  alluded, 
and  all  is  well.  Sometime  I  will  talk  it  over  with 
you . 


The  pamphlet  written  by  Deacon's  father  was 
not  included.  Perhaps  you  will  send  it  sometime  — 
later.  I  shall  be  glad  to  look  it  over.  I  sent 
Deacon  a  Christmas  card  addressed  in  your  care,  to 
be  forwarded. 

As  to  the  Allahabad  matter.  I  feel  sure 
that  you  have  been  led  in  suggesting  the  name  of 
The  Ewing  Christian  College,  and  like  it  far  better 
than  using  his  first  name.  It  hardly  seems  possible 
that  the  dear  fellow  is  no  longer  with  us  here  on 
earth,  but  I  believe  more  and  more  as  one  and  another 
of  the  strong  men  and  women  are  taken,  that  God  has 
incomprehensible  duties  and  joys  in  service  for  us  in 
the  Great  Beyond. 

As  to  the  matter  of  an  endowment  or  memorial 
fund,  I  am  not  quite  sure  in  my  mind.  I  have  talked 
with  one  or  two  about  it  but  without  definiteness. 

Success  of  such  a  memorial  depends  almost  entirely 
upon  the  willingness  of  those  who  are  deeply  interested 
in  the  man  responding  liberally  to  the  project.  The 
Arthur  T.  Pierson  Memorial  is  an  example  of  what  may 
be  done  if  there  is  a  broad  and  general  enough  response, 
and  still  with  his  very  many  friends  there  has  been  an 
effort  in  realizing  an  amount  half  as  large  as  that 
which  you  name  for  Arthur's  memorial.  I  know  that  Mr. 
Wannamake,  Mr.  Severance,  Mr.  Gamble  and  others  were 
definitely  interested  in  Ewing's  work,  but  I  do  not 
know  to  how  great  an  extent  they  would  be  willing  to 
subscribe.  As  far  as  my  heart  speaks  I  favor  this 
movement  of  raising  a  fund  of  at  least  $50,000  for 
an  endowment  to  the  art  department,  but  would  not  dare 
give  my  judgment  to  the  matter,  until  I  have  thought 
it  over  more  and  until  there  is  more  definite  en¬ 
couragement  on  the  part  of  those  who  might  be  able  to 
give  largely.  Dr.  Stevenson’s  opinion  would  be  strong 
as  Dr.  Ewing  had  a  number  of  friends  in  Baltimore,  none 
however  who  would  be  able  to  give  largely.  If  such  a 
committee  is  appointed,  I  should  be  glad  to  serve  on  it, 
but  do  not  feel  it  is  right  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  raising  such  a  sum.  Let  me  know  if  you  get  any  further 
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light  on  the  matter,  and  I  will  do  the  same  to  you. 

il  wish  I  might  acid  one  word  as  to  Campbell 
White’s  visit  to  our  city.  *  I  told  Cleland  McAfee  that 
I  would  write  you  at  once,  but  the  more  I  prayed  and 
thought  about  it  the  more  I  hesitated,  fke  spoke  to 
about  seven  or  eight  of  our  strong  men  here,  and  told 
us  he  was  enroute  to  Toronto  where  he  expect^ to 
present  the  matter  to  about  a  hundred  prominent  men. 

His  plan  is  wide  and  comprehensive,  and  is  in  harmony 
with  his  own  splendid  great  life.  It  did  not  appeal 
to  me,  however,  as  pratical  in  some  of  its  features. 

!;£.  plans  to  call  seventy  men,  ’’the  strongest  men  in 
the  country" ,  from  the  various  activities  where  they 
are  and  from  church  life,  and  put  them  into  this 
life  for  five  years  at  an  expense  which  he  figures 
at  8500,000  a  year,  or  $2,500,000.00  in  all.^does  " — 

not  appeal  to  me  asuwise  way  to  proceed.  Personally 
I  feel  that  special  movements  have  not  accomplished 
as  much  of  late  as  they  should,  and  I  am  a  great  be¬ 
liever  in  putting  enthusiasm  in  the  great  organized 
channels  of  activity.  This,  however,  may  not  be 
possible.  I  do  not  believe  that  his  scheme  demands 
enough  money  to  put  through  that  which  he  projects, 
and  have  talked  with  two  or  three  business  men  to 
whom  it  the  same.  It  would  cost  nearer 

a  million  dollars  a  year  to  do  what  he  outlines  than 
$500, 0C0,  with  all  the  travel  which  he  suggests. 
Personally  I  also  question  if  this  constant  globe 
trotting  and  then  telling  the  results  of  sight-seeing 
is  the  wisest  way  to  continually  proceed,  but  after 
all  you  men  know  a  hundred  times  more  about  this  work 
than  we  men  who  are  on  the  field  at  home  in  the  local 
churches.  Whatever  the  Boards  commend,  and  heartily  and 
enthusiastically  endorse, we. will  seek  to  assist,  but 
I  think  you  strong  men  ought  to  know  something  of 
this  proposed  action  before  it  is  presented  to  the 
Christian  laymen  around  the  country  as  if  it  were  to 
be  a  thing  of  the  immediate  future  plans.  Personally 
I  think  it  would  be  far  better  for  Dr.  White  to  talk 
this  thing  over  with  the  Board’s  secretaries  before 
he  presents  it  here  to  the  laymen  of  our  different 
churches . 


I  love  and  admire  him  and  all  his  work,  but 
am  not  sure  that  this  is  the  best  policy.  I  have 
written  you  at  ’ s  suggestion,  as  he  feels 

definitely  that  you  men  on  the  Board  ought  to  be 
posted  on  these  proposed  schemes  before  they  are 
brought  up  before  the  great  public  meetings".

My  dear  Robert: 

The  convention  of  the  Lay-Lien's  Mission¬ 
ary  Movement  was  held  here  in  Baltimore  just  after 
my  arrival,  a  little  more  than  three  years  ago,  so 
that  I  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  come  into 
close  touch  with  the  enterprise  that  was  then  being 
launched. 


It  seemed  to  me  the  work  was  being  hurriedly 

. . . . . .  innrT— ~ - 

and  supf rfically  done  and  the  churches  were  being  en¬ 


listed  in  undertakings  the  full  import  of  which  they 
did  not  realize.  For  example:  The  Brown  Memorial 
Church  v^as  committed  to  an  increase  of  something  like 
sixty-percent  to  foreign  missions.  This  was  based  on 
the  10,000.  that  we  had  given  the  year  before,  and  we 
were  expected  to  raise  at  once  16.000.  A  careful  ex- 
lamination  of  our  esources  soon  revealed  to  us  that  this 
was  impossible,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  men  was  immed¬ 
iately  dampened.  Gome  gifts  were  received  but  we  fell 
down  on  what  the  men  pledge,  themselves  to  do,  and  within 
two  years  the  movement  had  spent  itself  in  our  church. 

On  the  other  hand,  individuals  throughout  the 
city  were  enlisted  and  h  ve  since  kept  up  their  interest, 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  L.en  and  Religion  Movement, 
and  in  "The  'Yorld  in  Baltimore."  This  is  notably  true

rending  out  and  maintenance,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  we  are  finding 
to  our  sorrow  that  there  will  be  a  very  large  shortage  in  the'  ’ 
amount  necessary  to  meet  this  expense,  which  we  shall  have  to 
fret  out  Of  the  bank  and  give  our  notes  for.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  management  of  this  enterprise  was  almost  entirely

Possibly  you  may  remember  that  at  a  conference  with  the 
officers  of  the  Laymen's  Movement  held  in  New  York  about  three 
years  ago,  when  the  question  was  raised  why  the  Boards  were 
not  reaping  larger  financial  results  than  they  seemed  to  be 
doing  from  the  work  of  the  Laymen's  Movement,  I  made  the  state¬ 
ment  that  it  was  because  they  were  failing  to  follow  up  the  work 
of  the  movement  where  conventions  had  been  held,  and  that  as 

the  result  of  our  following  it  up  in  connection  with  the  series 

of  trans-continental  conventions,  we  had  secured  pledges  of 

$ 50,000  increase  in  the  contributions  of  the  churches  that  were 

touched  by  the  conventions.  Unfortunately  when  we  closed  our 

books  at  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year,  those  identical  churches 

fell  short  exactly  $ 50, 000  of  paying  the  amounts  they  had 

That  was  because  these  pledges  were  not  made  on  the 
co sis  of  individual  pledgestaken  in  an  every-member- canvass , 

but  on  the  basis  of  promises  made  by  Church  Boards  of  officers 

while  they  were  suffering  from  the  enthusiasm  aroused  at  the 

conventions.  The  time,  of  course,  was  too  short  and  the  rush 

from  city  to  city  too  rapid  to  allow  of  the  individual  canvasses 
being  made.

Suggestions  of  Dr*  John  Kalman. 


Dear  Mr*  Speer  and  Mr*  Garter: 

VThen  Dr*  Kelman  and  Dr*  Fosdick  returned  from  the  Far  East  last  fall,  they 
were  given  a  dinner  by  a  member  of  the  Board  at  which  they  spoke  very  effectively 
on  Missions  in  the  Far  East.  Today  I  came  across  a  brief  pencilled  memorandum  of 
points  which  I  jotted  down  from  Dr.  kelman' s  talk,  which  you  may  wish  to  know. 

Dr*  Kelman  suggested: 


1*  That  the  terms  of  service  are  too  long  for  health  of  body,  mind  and 
spirit. 

2*  A  much  more  thorough  organization  was  needed  on  the  field  by  local 
Mission  and  Council.  The  work  should  be  more  comprehensive  and  for¬ 
ward-looking  in  its  plans  and  more  businesslike  in  its  execution. 
That  the  missionaries  should  give  their  time  to  developing  Christian 
leaders  for  the  future  and  not  so  largely  to  feeding  famine  sufferers 
of  the  present* 

3.  That  we  establish  better  tests  in  our  examinations  of  candidates  in 
order  to  get  men  and  worn®.  with  a  sense  of  humor  who  will  gear  into 
the  enterprise  and  are  so  big  and  broad  that  the  life  of  the  Field 
cannot  dwarf  and  narrow  them. 

4.  That  the  native  Church  is  not  yet  ready  for  the  amount  of  authority 
and  control  for  which  it  is  clamoring. 

5.  That  the  Bible  Union  had  gone  too  far  in  its  propaganda  and  that  it 
was  realizing  that  it  had  done  so  and  was  modifying  it3  position  and 
propaganda. 


Dr*  Fosdick  especially  stressed  the  need  of: 


1*  Thoroughly  trained  native  leaders,  especially  in  the  Christian  ministry. 

2.  The  most  highly  qualified  missionaries,  intimating  that  in  place  of  ten 
$1000.  men  they  should  preferably  have  one  $10,000.  man,  and 

3.  Visiting  leaders  from  America  for  the  Conferences  and  other  gatherings 
of  missionaries  on  the  Field.

All  forma  of  srortc  must  be  subordinate  to  this  and, 
and  all  methods  of  missionary  effort,  medical,  educational,  industrial, 
etc., will  be  sanctioned  and  supported  b  the  Board  only  as  they  contribute 
to  u  wider  urn  more  effective  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  and  give  promise 
of  vital  missionary  results."

I  believe  that  they  are  absolutely  united  in  these  convictions  and  that  th  re  is  no 
work  of  tw  Church  aaywlier©  in  the  world  which  mere  closely  and  faithfully  adheres  to 
this  aim  then  the  foreign  mission  work  f  our  Presbyterian  Chur  ah. 

2.  Your  editorial  ’’apprehends  that  serious  differences  have  arisen  between  the 
missionaries  who  are  doing  the  actual  work  on  the  field  and  the  secretaries  in  the 
office.”  On  th©  other  head,  I  know  of  no  such  differences.  There  never  have 
been  more  happy  and  harmonious  relations  between  the  missions  and  the  Board,  dearth©. 
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and  the  missionaries  and  the  Secretaries  than  there  are  at  the  present  time, 
last  June  the  Board  members  and  officer sjmet  for  ten  days  in  the  Tost  Vm  Conference 
at  Princeton  to  survey  togothor  the  whole  foreign  mission  work,  to  discuss  its  aims, 
methods,  problems  and  relationships.  Every  question  which  concerned  the  missionaries

It  has  made 
the  very  investigation  which  your  editorial  proposed  and  it  has  commanded  the  full 
confidence  of  all  with  whom  it  has  dealt.  ind  its  conclusions  do  not  support  tie 
misgivings  of  your  article.  On  the  other  hand  the  Commission  came  from  the  Post 
War  Conferoace  wlth  th®  8«ane  feelings  with  which  we  all  left  it,of  gratitude  and  praise 
tor  the  unity  of  our  foreign  mission  work  and  the  unswerving  purpose  of  all  who  are 
engated  in  it  to  K&lk  and.  work  together  in  the  unity  of  faith  and  love. 

4.  There  are  many  difficult  problems  in  the  work  of  foreign  missions, 

i'owbere  are  the  problems  more  grave.  There  have  been  times  in  the  past  vfeea  strong 
differences  of  opinion  developed.  Fifty  years  ago  hr.  Thompson  resigned  In  Jap® 
in  support  of  the  poxiey  of  an  independent  native  church  which  the  Board  and  the 
Assembly  later  joyfully  accept®!

will  bo  worked  out  in  love  and  trust  as  all  the  problems  of  the  past  thirty  years  have

Let  this  be  the  mode  of  con¬ 
ducting  missions  and  what  is  to  come  of  your  board  &  who  is 
to  serve  you.  The  missionary  spirit  is  just  as  liable  to 
oie  out  in  missionary  brethren  as  any  others.  I  believe 

that  .hr.  —  &  Mr.  Peck  &  Mr,  Wright  &  many  others  at 

home  have  as  much  missionary  spirit  and  tone  as  any

My  dear  Brother, 

Some  months  since  1  received  a  letter  from  you 
written  on  the  eve  of  your  departure  for  Kurope.  I  answered 
it  by  return  of  mail,  but  I  rather  think  it  never  reached  you, 
As  the  subject  presents  itself  to  the  Board  at  their  special 
meeting  will  you  allow  me  to  offer  a  suggestion  or  two  in 
regard  to  it. 


I 3o  far  as  I  see  the  questions  which  must  be  decided  at 
this  meeting  are  mainly  two,  first,  the  relations  of  tne 
committee  &  the  Board  to  the  missionaries  and  second  the 
evangelical  mode  of  oedflinfe'  on  missions.  Under  the  first 
it  is  to  be  decided  whether  the  kind  of  labor,  the  amount  a. 
kino  of  printing,  the  expense  of  builuings  <l  repairs,  the 
coming  home  b  the  mode  of  coming  and  various  other  matters  are 
to  be  decided  by  the  missionaries  themselves  or  by  the  Board 
by  whom  they  are  supported.  That  is  whether  the  brethren 
who  support  missionaries  are  to  have  the  direction  of  the 
labours,  or  to  have  no  other  duty  than  to  pay  the  bills.  It 
is  claimed  that  the  notions  or  baptist  independence  require 
that  on  all  these  points  missionaries  be  wholly  untrammelled. 

I  am  willing  to  grant  all  that  the  missionaries  can  ask  on 
this  subject,  but  I  must  claim  the  same  liberty  for  myself. 

I  must  be  relieved  from  all  obligation  of  supporting  men  on 
such  conditions.  I  am  bound  as  a  Christian  to  see  to  it  so 
far  as  I  can  that  my  contribution  accomplishes  the  will  of  the 
Master,  and  if  1  and  the  missionary  cannot  agree  on  this  point 
we  must  separate.  I  have  a  conscience  as  much  as  a  mis¬ 

sionary.  If  the  missionaries  are  to  be  under  no  control 
anc  are  to  control  the  board  by  appeals  to  the  public,  who 
will  serve  on  the  Board  or  the  committee  o r  in  tne  mission 
rooms.  The  whole  arrangement  is  useless  and  erroneous,  and 
the  - — - are  impossible.  And  really  from  what  1  have 
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>een  I  muat  say  that  the  missionaries  who  demand  unlimited  con¬ 
trol  iiuve  not  shown  the  tempera  which  would  give  me  the  strong¬ 
est  confidence  in  their  judgment. 

As  to  the  other  point,  which  relates  to  the  mode 

of  carrying  on  missions,  whether  by  preaching  or  schools, 

whether  we  are  to  devote  ourselves  to  the  proclamat ion  of  the 

Gospel  or  the  various  modes  of  civilization  c*  philanthropy  nova 

current  in  the  hast  I  believe  rap  opinion  is  formed.  Taking 

the  U,  Test,  in  my  hand  I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  as  to 

what  the  faster  has  taught  us,  1  have  lived  to  see  Baptists 
^exactly 

&  Unitarians/change  places  on  this  subject  in  30  years.  Our 
brethren  really  take  the  stand  which  we  fought  against  a  suc¬ 
cessfully  when  our  missions  began.  We  bore  the  scoffs  of 
men  because  we  believed  that  heathen  could  be  converted  by  the 
preaching  of  the  cross  and  now  we  plead  for  condemning  idolatry 
by  teaching  at  the  formation  of  a  literature  before  the  Gospel 
can  be  successfully  preached. 

As  to  the  executive  hoard  &  the  deputation  they  have 
been  as  it  seems  to  me  greatly  slandered.  So  far  from  being 
tyrannical  I  think  that  they  have  erred  by  not  enforcing  good 
rules  with  sufficient  earnestness.  I  honestly  believe  that 
they  have  labored  to  do  their  duty  and  to  carry  out  the 
principles  of  the  Union .  They  have  been  spoiled  on  every 
side  at  home  and  abroad  anc  1  think  their  main  fault  has  been 
that  they  have  endeavored  to  save  the  missionaries  from  the 
result  of  their  own  actions  to  their  own  disadvantage.  They 
are  really  the  injured  party  bo  far  as  I  know,  anc  when  the 
whole  case  is  fully  stated  the  missionaries  will  be  only 
damaged .  I  believe  that  nothing  is  needed  in  order  to  neu— 
tralize  their  whole  testimony  than  to  place  side  by  side  theii* 
own  declarations  at  different  times  on  the  questions  at  issue, 

I  regret  to  say  it,  but  I  think  you  will  finrt  +  „ 
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factj  hxcuse  me  for  troubling  you  with  these  opinions 
but  as  my  letter  1  presume  did  not  reach  you  I  thought  it 
worth  while  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  on  the  subject.

Intervention  implies  that  Catholic  Americans  should 
s  ay  and  be  slam  by  Catholic  Mexicans;  and  that  Cath¬ 
olic  sanctuaries  in  Mexico  shall  be  razed  in  the  process. 
Our  Piotestant  friends  are  innocent  of  any  intent  to 
impute  to  the  Catholic  Church  a  suicidal  purpose  A 
Mexican  Catholic  is  no  less  and  no  more  precious  to  the 
Church  than  any  other  Catholic.  And  Mexico,  so  far 
ns  it  is  a  religious  countiy,  is  a  Catholic  country. 

e  anarchy  induced  by  foreign  interests  in  Mexico 
has  undermined  religion.  The  Mexican  people,  formerly 
an  exemplary  Catholic  people,  are  now  subject  to  a  gov¬ 
ernmental  minority  which  persecutes  the  Church  Those 
Mexicans  who  have  left  the  Faith,  have  sought  no  other. 
Ihe  Protestant  community  in  Mexico,  according  to 
rotestant  statistics,  numbers  only  60,000  members,  and 
is  served  by  175  American  missionaries.  It  is  composed 
partly  of  foreign  employes.  As  in  all  other  lands,  the 
assault  on  Catholicism  has  led  not  to  Protestantism  of 
an  enduring  kind,  but  to  the  disintegration  of  belief  in 
Christianity.  Protestant  interests  are  relatively  insig¬ 
nificant  in  Mexico;  and  they  have  not  been  opposed  by 
the  various  Mexican  Governments  which  the  foreign  in¬ 
terests  have  set  up,  or  supported.  Catholics  welcome  the 
publication  by  Protestants  of  the  fact  of  this  immunity: 
.,U  Jhe  msinuation  contained  in  this  publicity,  that 
Mexico  °  C  ChUfCh  ^  theref°re  back  of  intervention  in 

To  support  this  insinuation,  the  names  of  Mr.  Edward 
L.  D oheny  and  of  certain  other  Catholics  who  are  alleged 
to  e  interested  in  intervention  are  cited.  Catholic  Haiti 
is  now  suffering  the  evils  of  a  surreptitious  American 
intervention  on  behalf  of  the  Rockefeller  interests,  as 
represented  in  the  National  City  Bank  of  New  York 
Perhaps  by  an  oversight  Catholic  America  has  not  yet 
een  held  to  blame  for  the  Haitian  adventure.  Perhaps 
also  by  an  oversight,  the  Protestant  press  has  neither 
condemned  the  intervention  in  Haiti,  nor  disclaimed  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  it.  Secretary  Hughes  is  profanely  known 
as  the  Baptist  Pope.  The  Rockefellers  give  light  and 
power  to  that  sect.  The  Rockefeller  interests  are  para¬ 
mount  in  Haiti  and  in  Mexico.  A  denunciation  of  the 
aitian  iniquity  by  our  Protestant  friends  might  end  the 
Haitian  occupation.  But  the  silence  regarding  Haiti 
must  detract  from  the  force  of  Protestant  disclaimers  of 
responsibility  for  the  projected  intervention  in  Mexico. 

Mr.  Edward  L.  Doheny  is  unique  among  the  oil  mag¬ 
nates.  As  a  pioneer  in  Mexico  he  struggled  for  lon<* 
years  to  gain  the  prosperity  which  is  now  his.  Alone 
among  oil  magnates  he  has  shared  his  prosperity  with  the 
Mexican  people,  and  has  according  to  his  wisdom  been 
solicitous  for  their  welfare.  He  succored  the  Mexican 
Catholics  who  were  driven  into  exile  by  their  Govern¬ 


ment.  To  see  Mexico  devastated  by  war  would  break 
his  great  generous  heart.  But  he  has  claims  which  he 
considers  valid,  and  he  maintains  pertinaciously  what  he 
holds  to  be  his  rights,  against  the  fleeting  Governments 
which  other  interests  control.  His  claims  are  scarcely 
significant  in  the  total  of  the  foreign  interests  which  are 
invading  Mexico.  The  Doheny  claims  alone  would  not 
lead  a  single  American  soldier  to  the  border.  And  in 
maintaining  his  claims,  Mr.  Doheny  acts  not  in  his 
capacity  as  a  Catholic  but  as  an  oil  magnate— like  Mr. 
Rockefeller. 

Mr.  Doheny  holds  the  proud  position  of  President  of 
the  American  Association  for  the  Recognition  of  the 
Irish  Republic.  The  purpose  of  which  association  is  solely 
that  implied  in  its  title.  The  members  of  that  associa¬ 
tion  could  not  passively  permit  to  be  created  in  Mexico 
what  they  abhor  in  Ireland — a  nation  in  chains.  They 
constitute  600,000  units  against  the  making  of  another 
Ireland  in  Mexico.  Both  as  Irish  and  as  Catholic  sym¬ 
pathizers  they  are  opposed  to  intervention. 

But  there  exist  undoubtedly  certain  Catholics  who  are 
interventionists,  just  as  there  are  certain  Catholics  who 
uphold  England  in  her  brutality  in  Ireland,  and  uphold 
England  even  to  the  point  of  railing  at  their  coreligion¬ 
ists.  The  lack  of  charity  of  such  people  may  be  de¬ 
plored;  and  their  understanding  pitied.  Yet  they  may 
according  to  their  rights  be  none  the  less  sincere  Catho¬ 
lics.  And  as  such  they  are  entitled  to  toleration  in  their 
po  idea!  opinions.  But  they  no  more  indicate  that  the 
Catholic  Church  is  back  of  the  Black  and  Tans  in  Ireland 

than  that  the  Catholic  Church  is  back  of  intervention  in 
Mexico. 

In  national  affairs,  the  spokesmen  of  the  Catholic 
urch,  are  the  Bishops,  who  alone  are  responsible  for 
the  spiritual  interests  of  their  Catholic  fellow-citizens. 
No  Catholic  American  Bishop  has  advocated  interven¬ 
tion  in  Mexico:  and  no  Catholic  American  Bishop  ever 
wd!  do  so,  for  it  is  contrary  to  the  interests  both  of 
United  States  and  of  Mexican  Catholics. 

The  plight  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  Mexico  is  due  to 
interventionists.  Every  Mexican  Catholic,  shares  with 
Catholic  nationals  everywhere,  the  duty  of  upholding 
legally  constituted  authority.  In  the  long  series  of  Mex- 

irn^eV.nf!0n!.’  the  ChUrCh  “  Mexico  has  placed  uPon 

e  Faithful,  the  obligation  of  supporting  the  existing 
authority  Fulfilment  of  this  obligation,  in  the  event  of 
a  successful  revolution,  leaves  the  Catholic  Mexicans 
without  the  support  of  the  deposed  Government  he  up¬ 
held  and  with  the  enmity  of  the  superseding  Govern- 

Cb n  h  f  ^  ^1S  hentage  has  been  the  Portion  of  the 
Church  from  Government  to  Government,  since  foreign 

interests  have  intervened  to  make  and  mar  governments 
Mexico.  The  intervening  interests  change  but  the 
Church  remains, .  the  residuary  legatee  of  a  resentment 
as  natural  as  it  is  unmerited. 

Mainly  out  of  this  resentment  springs  the  Mexican 
persecution  of  the  Church.  It  is  active  todaw  The 
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Mexican  Bishops  have  recently  felt  impelled  to  address 
the  following  letter  to  President  Obregon : 

We,  the  undersigned  Mexican  Prelates,  have  learned  that  in 
official  circles  it  is  the  belief  that  the  Episcopate  is  hostile  to 
the  Government,  is  politically  active  against  it,  and  is  attempting, 
by  means  of  Catholic  societies,  to  obstruct  its  acts. 

We  are  certain,  Mr.  President,  that  without  any  prejudice 
whatever  you  will  listen  to  the  statements  which  we  make  herein, 
because  we  deem  them  necessary,  not  only  to  defend  ourselves 
against  calumny,  but  as  well  to  do  our  part  toward  contributing 
to  that  concord  which  should  prevail  among  all  Mexicans. 

Because  we  have  always  proclaimed  and  sustained  that  prin¬ 
ciple  which  declares  illicit  all  armed  rebellion  against  the  estab¬ 
lished  Government,  we  have  been  charged  with  being  the 
partisans  of  whatever  government  has  been  assailed.  By  our 
very  principles  we  cannot  be  hostile  to  any  established  govern¬ 
ment,  and  we  have  never  departed  a  hair’s  breadth  from  these 
principles. 

It  is  true  that  at  the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  1917  the  majority  of  the  Mexican  Bishops  protested 
against  it,  because  it  outlawed  unjustly  the  most  fundamental 
rights  of  Catholics;  their  schools;  their  religion;  their  acts  of 
worship;  their  churches  and  other  edifices  necessary  to  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  their  religious  life.  It  is  also  true  that  we  have  made 
very  definite  statements  about  the  claims  which  should  be  made 
by  Catholics  against  the  Government,  and  which  they  should 
continue  to  make,  until  they  obtain  that  real  religious  liberty 
which  is  their  right.  Finally  it  is  true  that  we  have  published 
pastoral  letters  and  other  documents  in  defense  of  the  Catholic 
Faith  against  the  propaganda  of  Protestants,  Socialists,  and 
Bolsheviki,  but  this,  we  do  not  believe,  can  be  called  opposition 
to  the  Government,  granted  that  Catholics  have  the  right  to  be 
instructed  in  all  that  they  should  do  to  defend  their  rights  and 
preserve  their  faith  and  morals. 

We  believe  that  Catholics  might  with  justice  protest  against 
any  government  declaring  itself  a  propagandist  of  theories  that 
are  openly  repugnant  to  those  principles  that  must  direct  their 
private  and  public  conduct,  and  their  consciences.  True  all  this 
is  an  activity  in  public  affairs  that  is  maliciously  called  meddling 
in  politics,  but  it  is  an  activity  based  upon  those  rights  which  are 
inherent  in  the  Faith  which  we  Catholics  profess,  an  activity  in 
defense  of  our  rights  only  against  the  attacks  made  upon  them, 
and  an  activity  which  would  disappear  on  the  day  that  those  in¬ 
justices  disappear  from  our  Constitution  thereby  granting  Cath¬ 
olics  the  same  liberty  that  is  enjoyed  in  other  countries. 

Regarding  those  manifestations  which  Catholics  have  made 
against  certain  acts  of  local  governors,  all  have  been  carried 
out  in  a  lawful  manner  by  them,  which  they  had  a  perfect  right 
to  do,  and  none  has  been  promoted  in  any  manner  by  the  Bishops. 
Therefore,  we  do  not  see  in  them  any  reason  for  the  charge 
that  we  are  hostile  to  the  Government. 

There  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  Mexican  Government 
could  depend  upon  the  sincere  support  of  its  Catholic  citizens 
if  it  would  repeal  those  laws  which  hold  the  people  in  bonds  as 
regards  religious  matters,  and  recognize  in  an  effective  man¬ 
ner  all  the  rights  expressed  in  paragraph  1  of  Article  24,  and 
paragraph  11  of  article  130,  of  the  Constitution,  but  which  has 
been  nullified  unfortunately  by  Articles  3,  4,  27,  and  130,  and  re¬ 
stricted  in  Article  24  itself. 

Would  to  God,  Mr.  President,  that  these  statements  might 
dissipate  whatever  doubt  or  mistrust  you  may  have  in  your  mind. 
And  may  God  prosper  a  government  that  is  to  bring  to  the 
Mexican  people  the  peace  they  have  so  long  desired. 

When  American  intervention  last  seemed  imminent, 
the  Mexican  Bishops  issued  to  the  American  people  a 
public  appeal  that  peace  and  friendship  might  prevail 


between  the  Mexican  and  the  United  States  Republics, 
and  that  brains  not  brutality  should  adjudicate  the  re- 
gretable  differences  then  threatening  peace;  and  Catholic 
American  Bishops  made  known  this  appeal  to  their  flocks. 
Demonstrably,  the  Catholic  Church  is  not  back  of  inter¬ 
vention  in  Mexico,  but  is  opposed  to  it  by  all  its  interests, 
and  has  resisted  it  to  the  extent  of  Catholic  authority. 

Among  the  alleged  justifications  for  intervention  in 
Mexico,  which  Secretary  Fall  has  compiled,  is  the  pro¬ 
tecting  of  religious  bodies  from  outrage.  American  of¬ 
ficials  of  Protestant  missions  in  Mexico  have  practically 
all  denied  that  their  missions  need  protection,  and 
have  announced  their  immunity  to  outrage.  Incredible 
atrocities  have  undoubtedly  been  perpetrated  on  the  Cath¬ 
olics  of  Mexico,  and  the  persecution  still  continues.  But 
the  Catholic  Bishops  of  Mexico  oppose  strenuously 
American  intervention,  and  refuse  the  protection  of 
American  bayonets.  In  other  words,  no  Church  is  be¬ 
hind  intervention  in  Mexico.  For  further  intervention 
will  aid  neither  sect  nor  creed,  but  will  tend  rather  to 
destroy  what  is  still  Christian  in  Mexico. 

Step  by  step,  with  the  loss  of  respect  for  religion  in 
Mexico,  has  gone  repudiation  of  governmental  forms, 
with  accompanying  insecurity  of  life  and  propertj . 
These  things  have  resulted  from  the  inveterate  interven¬ 
tion  of  foreign  interests  in  the  affairs  of  the  Mexican 
people.  The  Latin  civilization  of  the  Mexican  fostered 
pride  in  craftsmanship.  The  work  of  his  hands  had  for 
the  Mexican  an  intrinsic  value  apart  from  the  wages  it 
earned.  In  labor  he  expressed  himself,  fulfilled  his  des¬ 
tiny,  and  peacefully  served  his  God.  He  was  conserva¬ 
tive  in  his  customs,  jealous  of  his  traditions,  instinctively 
religious  and  patriotic.  Recurrent  intervention  has  de¬ 
stroyed  many  of  these  characteristics,  and  left  nothing 
of  value  in  their  stead.  Unlike  the  Anglo-Saxon,  the 
Mexican  does  not  reach  his  apotheosis  in  the  union  la¬ 
borer,  working  standardized  hours  at  standardized  rates, 
merely  for  gain.  The  Mexican  despises  the  material  life 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  rejects  the  Anglo-Saxon  creed. 
Harassed  out  of  his  own  civilization  and  faith,  he  is  now 
following  the  civilization  and  faith  of  Lenin,  the  Luther 
of  Moscow.  American  intervention  will  foster  this  faith 
which  may  thence  grow  and  spread  until  it  is  powerful 
to  menace  the  existence  of  the  governmental  institutions 
of  the  United  States.  For  the  logical  sequel  to  the  de¬ 
struction  of  a  Catholic  State  is  not  a  Protestant  State. 
When  a  new  formed  Protestant  State  survives  it  does 
so  only  by  virtue  of  preservative  traces  of  Catholic  moral¬ 
ity.  The  destruction  of  Catholicism  in  a  State  is  the 
destruction  of  revealed  religion  in  it :  and  the  end  of  that 
destruction  is  the  anarchy  or  reformation  of  economic 
creeds  which  we  call  Bolshevism,  and  which  is  a  faith 
fundamentally  attempting  to  democratize,  without  Christ, 
the  material  civilization  that  is  now  distinctive  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  culture. 

Although  the  anarchy  in  Mexico  is  clearly  due  to  for- 
eign  intei  ventions,  and  has  now  reached  the  point  where
